And accord- 
ing to this rate Cornelius 4 Lapide the Jeluite, doth - 
reckon. in his notes upon my Text, 7 hat the Faith 
of the Roman Church was ſound in St, Paul's time; 
amd ſo down to St. Jerome's time, 7 2.17 moſs 
equence unto this time ; for never bitherto- ( 
he ) hath any.

z. What the Faith was which the Apoſtle here 
commendeth the Church of Rome for, and which 
he faith was ſpoken of throughout the whole 
World. It is certain in the gezere/, that the Faith 
of the Church of Rome was not different from the 
ith of other Churches : for as there was but One 
ſo 'there was but Ore Farth over the whole 
iſtan World, Epi 4 . And the Reaſon 
why St. Pas! with Thanktulneſs takes notice of 
the Remes:s Faith was, not becauſe it was Orher, or 
more Excellent than that which was received in 
other places, but becauſe Rowe, being the great

Theſe are the Grand Articles of the Chriſtian 
Faith, and they are ſummed up in that ſhort Col. 
letion of Chriſtian Verities , which we call the 
les Creed, becauſe ( whether they them- 
ſelves compiled that Colletion or no ) it contains 
thoſe main Points and Dottrines which the Apo- 
ſtles preached at Rome, and in all places belide, -as 
the only Credends, or matrers of Faith, that were 
abſolutely Neceſſary to Salvation. 

Of this we have Teſtimonies abundant : for-when 
St. Pax preached at Arhens, they were the Flnide- 
mental & Subſt antial Do&trines of Chriſtianity which 
he taught, -_ or u5,and the Reſurret#ion,as St, Luke 
tells us. At 17.18. And when the great Apoſtle wrote 
to the Corinthian Clurch, he told them, what ther 
Goſpel was which he had received hineſelf, and whith 
he had delivered unto them, and by which they were 
to be ſaved; And what was that Goſpel ? why, '#

ridiculous conceit : for, becauſe ſhe was faithful 
once, it will no more follow, that ſhe hath been 
{0 ever ſince, then it will follow, that becauſe the 
Husbandman foweth Wheat in his Figld, it ſhall 
bring forth no Tares; or, that becauſe a Child is 
Innocent upon his Baptiſm, he ſhall never 
up to be a-Man of Sin ; or, that becaule a Virgin 
unſpotred, ſhe will never turn Whore ; or, 
chat becauſe a man is yet in Health, he ſhall never 
becrazy ; or, that becauſea Town 1s yet free from 
the Plague, it ſhall never be viſited with ir; or 
that we ſhall not be mortal, becauſe our Climate 
is our Air good, our Phyſicians skil- 
ful, Food at ll. is wholfome. A long 
Tra& of Time produceth many and great Altera- 
ons; for one Generation paſſeth away, and ano- 
| ; and many times we ſee, that the Po- 
of men are not half ſo good as their Pre- 
were, and that Religion which was 
and viſible in One Age, may be almoſt 
another. Anciently the Faith of the Church 
of Rowe was Right, and her Biſhops were Wiſe 
and Holy men ; but becauſe ſhe had this Honour 
in'the- Primirive times, was it impoſſible for her 
ever co Joſe it ? Was it Impoſſible, cither for the

we may well wonder, how it ſhould come into the 
head of any Papilt rodream from that Tgat,: that 
becauſe Peter himſelf did not utterly forſake 
the Faith, ergo, it was impoſſible for Marcellinas'to 
become an *- « lra8g or for Elwtherius toturn 
taniſt, or for Liberi«s to fall off to the Arians," or 
for Honorius to be a Monothelite, or for Ansff 
to turn Neforian, or for Fope John ( the 23d. of 
that name) to teach, That there is no Future ſtate 
of Happineſs, nor any Reſurreftion of the dead-?
